bats into it. Some of the theatre people came out to search for the offender, 
and finding no one outside entered the college premises, arrested thal 
student on suspicion, beat him, and ultimately handed him over to the police. 
The police without examining the boy sent him to Aajué. That very night 
the same men saw another student loitering about and pursued him. He 
fled into a neighbouring house, whence he was dragged out and assaulted 
by his pursuers. On hearing of these events, Baboo Paresanath, a teacher 
of the Jubilee School, went to the kotwali and had the Jagannath College boy 
released on bail. Next day, the 3Jst August, a meeting was held in the 
compound of the Jagannath College, at which it was decided that no student 
should visit the theatre, and that an attempt should be made to dissuade 
others from doing the same. At evening the students assembled in crowds 
near the theatre, and by their entreaties succeeded in dissuading such students 
as had yet a. desire to visit the theatre from going to it. The Thealre 
Company brought this matter to the notice of the police. The Police Inspe 
tor came to the spot and asked the students to disperse at the risk a 
captured. But the students went on loitering. The matter was ultimately 
brought to the notice of the Superintendent of Police, and on the |

Baboo to his presence, warned the Principal and the head-master against 
allowing meetings of the students to be held in their college and school 
respectively, and forbade tlem to enter the college and school premises 
after 7 P-M. After this Baboos Paresa and Prasanna were given a 
slice uniform each, and asked to perform the duties of special constables 
Jf behalf of the'Theatre Company. The students convened another meeting 
at a place called Sambhu Babur Havels, at which it was resolved to send 
telegraphic reports of these occurrences to Baboos Surendra Nath Banerjee 
and Kali Churan Banerjee, to the Editor of the Jndian Miror, and to Baboo 
Mon Mohun of Calcutta. Seventy-five constables were now told off to 
guard the theatre, and it became impossible for the students to loiter near it. 
Baboos Paresa and Prasanna have been released from the duties of special 
constables on the promise given by them on compulsion that they would 
henceforward cease to advise the students not to go to the theatre, and would 
themselves abandon all designs against it. It seems that the police has 
espoused the cause of the theatre, and the students are in a perilous situa- 
tion, Itis a matter of doubt whether Mr. Clark, the Superintendent of 
Police has any right to be called a gentleman. The man who does not 
know how to respect such men as the Principal, head-master, and teachers of 
schools and colleges is hardly a gentleman himself. It was ungentlemanly 
audacity that led Mr. Clark to say that he would keep the students in the 
hajut all night and flog them the next morning.

They have been afflicted with scarcity from the 
time the Raja purchased the estate, and yet they have had to pay large 
sums of money in‘ the shape of nuzzur, &c. The oppression practised by 
the Raja’s agents in the collection of these illegal cesses knows no 
bounds. It appears that the Rajah has contributed Rs. 50,000 in aid 
of the Darjeeling Sanitarium ; but he is raising that sum from his miserable 
tenants by means of these illegal cesses. He is now collecting Rs. 33,000 | 
in the Shershahabad pergunnah for constructing a house.

The coolie woman Wa 
caught by her forelock and was taken to the steamer in a half-naked state, 
while her husband was caught hold of by the leg and dragged away.
